P. 26(c), in view of the fact that 
this actkm involves, inter dia, valuable research, development, commercial, flnanda! and 
technical pmprietaiy data and oAer iirfbnnation diat is regarded by the parties hereto, 
STMicroelectKMiics, Inc. fST") and SanDisk Corporation ("SanDisk")) as coniidential, 
diat a protective order and the terms thereof be entered as follows:

12. Should need arise during the txisl or any heating in open Court for ST or

appropriate in camera or other rafeguards are requested of the Court; aich aa closing the 
courtroom or the exclusion of persons not subject to protective orders.

(e) The parties s^ee that an atton^ &om Outside Law Firm. Not of Record
